o f public go o d was the theme o f an 
ad d ress d elivered last week by the 
Rev. Dr. W. B. No rto n o f Evansto n, 
a suburb o f Chicago at a Metho d ist 
preachers’ meeting. 
In a clear, d e­ 
cisive manner the clergy man po inted 
o ut the influence o f go o d that news­ 
papers are in the co mmunity , d e­ 
tailed a fewj o f the 
d ifficulties with 
which they have to ermtend and co r­ 
rected so me o f the misund erstand ­ 
ings o n the part o f mpny perso ns 
co ncerning what is “news.” 
In part 
he said : 
It is necessary fo r the church to 
und erstand the 
viewpo int o f 
the 
press, the limitatio ns and d ifficulties 
und er which the newspaper 
wo rks 
and its 
acco mplishments, bo th 
in 
what it has d o ne and in what it has 
saved so ciety fro m. 
The newspaper is fo r all the peo ­ 
ple. It is fo r Catho lics, Pro testants, 
Jews, Christian Scientists—fo r peo ­ 
ple o f all beliefs as wrell as fo r peo ple 
o f no beliefs. 
As the lines o f the human face are 
an ind ex o f the character o f the in­ 
d ivid ual, so the carto o ns, art pic­ 
tures and general to ne o f a newspa­ 
per, which the peo ple easily d iscern, 
even tho ugh in their curio sity they 
may patro nize what in 
their jud g­ 


ment they co nd emn, are an ind icatio n 
o f the purpo ses o f a new spaper. The 
central stream and no t the 
ed d ies 
and currents alo ng the sho res tells 
which way the river flo ws. 
What may seem the strangest as­ 
sertio n o f all, the 
newspaper has 
saved so ciety fro m irreligio n. 
If the newspaper d o es no t pro ­ 
fessed ly favo r religio n, it never is ar­ 
ray ed against religio n.

is o ften to o flippant o r at least to o 
jo cular in treating o f religio us events 
it never 
is wilfully 
irreverent.

Its utterances are 
ever d emand ing ho nesty in po litics,

life, clean

smo keless chimney s, a well go verned 
and a beautiful Chicago . 
It is no t surprising that the sensa­ 
tio nal sho uld o ccupy much space in 
the newspaper. 
Like fictio n and the 
d rama, it d eals with tho se phases o f 
life which create the mo st intense in­ 
terest and which spring fro m the 
mo st elemental passio ns o f human 
nature. 
But the Bible is a bo o k o f sensa­ 
tio ns.

Here is an idea adv anced by the 
Scientific American that cou ld be pu t 
to practical and economical u se in 
Ru shv ille and it wou ld sav e the city 
considerable money now- ex pended to 
feed and care for horses and main­ 
tain its fire department. 
The adv ent of the high-powered, 
high-speed au tomobile 
su ggests its 
possible u se as a fire-fighter appara­ 
tu s. 
The idea is not simply to su b­ 
stitu te gasoline motors for horses, 
bu t to employ mechanically -propell­ 
ed v ehicles carry ing electric pu mps, 
which can be connected with an elec­ 
tric lighting circu it or any su itable 
sou rce of cu rreiv t, thereby eliminat­ 
ing, not only draft animals, bu t all the 
inconv enience of steaming u p, carry ­ 
ing coal and replenishing the coal 
su pply at a big fire. Su ch a plan can 
be carried ou t in ru ral districts and 
small towns. 
Ev ery small town has 
its electric lights in these day s. 
A 
high-speed au torpobile 
carry ing an 
electric pu mp cou ld reach the scene 
of a fire q u ick ly . 
It wou ld be the work of'a minu te 
only for the fire crew- to connect the 
electric pu mp with the cu rrent and 
play a large stream of w ater on the 
blaze. 
The slipping in of a plu g is 
abou t the only act req u ired. 
There is an abu ndance of electric 
power in ev ery q u arter of the city . 
Protected box es containing electric 
connections cou ld be installed near 
fire plu gs. 
An electric pu mp cou ld 
be connected with a box as a tele­ 
phone jack is plu gged into a switch-, 
board.
